With the removal of the 


bodies of Herman Sprangers, 
Darboy; John Friers, Kimberly, 
and Frank W. Johnson, Apple- 
ton, 
from the wreckage of the 


collapsed portion of the Kimber- 
ly mill all but two of the men 
believed to have been in the 
structure when it collapsed Fri- 
day morning, have been account- 
ed for. A big crew of men, 
working in shifts, is bending ev- 
ery effort to remove the remain- 
der of the debris and recover the 
bodies of J, Despins, Little 
Chute, and John Manders, East 
DeFere, still believed to be in the 
wreckage. Both were employes 
of the C. E. Meyer' Sons Con- 
struction Company. 


Sprangers' body was taken 


out of the pit about 6:30 Sun- 
day night and Johnson's body 
was recovered about 7:45 
Mon- 


day morning. Workmen were 
able to extricate Frier'si body 
about 11 :10 Monday morning. 
Both 
Sprangers 
and 
Friers 


could be seen since Friday noon 
but the bodies could not be re- 
moved because they were pinned 
in by tons of debris. 


Johnson's body was in such 


condition that it could not be 
readily identified. It was lying 
fiat and was quite badly crushed. 
Spranger's body was found in 
an upright position, against a 
post with an iron bar against his 
face holding him erect. Friers 
was pinned between two floors 
and against a wall. It is be- 
lieved he was instantly killed.

ON CONSTRUCTION 


Co-operation Is New Policy; 


Replaces Old Militant Ag- 
gressiveness 


Los Angeles—(XP)—Instead of cen- 


tering effort upon strike and 
strife,. 


organized labor in, the United Slates 
during the past year has placed new 
emphasis upon- constructive achieve- 
ment m cooperation with 
industry 


and society, President Green and his 
exeputive council declare in their an- 
nual report to be made before , the 
annual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. 


Establishment in past years of more 


militant aggressiveness gave 
scope 


for the new policy, it was added, and 
under it the organized labor move- 
ment was declared to have progressed 
in membership, effectiveness, and fi- 
nancing. 


"Foremost among the achievements 


of the American Federation of Laljor 
during the past year is a change in 
public 
opinion toward 
the 
trade 


union," the report .says. "Many em- 
ployers and much of the public are 
beginning to see that the union is not 
simply a militant organization with 
no interest in work itself, but 
an 


agency through which the workers 
can make then- fullest contributii n to 
industry "and society. Viewed in this 
way, the union not only cares for the 
interests of the workers 
but is an 


agency through which the 
workers 


cooperate in production and contrib- 
ute the 
experience of those 
who 


handle tools and machinery. 


"In no small degree is this chang- 


ing understanding due 
to the new 


emphasis labor has put upon its con- 
structive work. Formerly labor allow- 
ed spectacular incidents of strife to 
overshadow 
the 
more 
important 


events of constructive development 
and service. The Federation has tak- 
en the initiative in reversing this atti- 
tude by securing publicity for more 
substantial developments. 


"By shifting attention from prob- 


lems of defense or aggressision to 
those of constructive buildidng, the 
relative importance of the sustained 
work of the union becomes more ob- 
vious. 


The report pointed out that the Fed- 


eration has been successful in settling 
a whole series of jurisdictional dis- 
putes between its subordinate craft 
unions, many of them of long stand- 
ing, and all of them prolific causes of 
interruption to industry because of re- 
sulting union quarrels. 
Further, in 


employment now regulated 
by con- 


tract of agreement between workers 
and management, a whole series of 
sustained cooperative relationship has 
been brought into being. 


"Workers cannot help 
themselves 


by injuring other legitimate interests 
in industry," it was declared in the re- 
port. "Practically every union 
has 


some distinctive constructive under- 
taking through which they are mak- 
ing the union of greater value to its 
members and the industry." 
Listing 
cooperative 
accomplish- 


ments of this kind, the report 
cited 


cooperative agencies for 
determining 


points of wage contracts; cooperation 
in fixing output standards; supply of 
new -workers; assistance in educating 
apprentices to the craft; 
and service 


on committees to improve service ren- 
dered consumers and customers. 


With all of the change, the report 


continued, the labor movement had 
not forgotten older objectives, 
and 


had set up for itself a new goal, the 
five day week. 
The traditional de- 


mand for higher wages and shorter 
hours in all employment had 
been 


" maintained with success. 


"Our unions have been generally 


.successful in preventing wage reduc- 
tions during the past year," the report 
asserted, "and quite a number have 
negotiated wage increases. 
"Where 


collective bargaining is in 
effect, 


wages have increased in amount and 
purchasing power. However, there 
has been a decided increase in pro- 
ductivity. Our studies of the- relation 
if productivity to wages have just be- 
gun. 
However, they warrant us in 


saying that wage increases for organ- 
ized labor have paralleled 
increased 


productivity much more closely than 
in the case of the unorganized or the 
less effectively organized. 


In support of the unremitted cam- 


paign for maintaining the wage levels, 
it was added, the federation has em- 
barked upon studies of the 
relation- 


ship of wage to productivity. 
and 


prices.

Milky Way Is Beautiful 


Sight On October Nights 


The Milky Way as it appears early in the evening in October. 
The 


center of the map is overhead; the edge is the horizon. Turn the map so 
that the direction you are facing appears at the bottom.

Urbana, 111.—W)—The clear, crisp 


evenings of October offer excellent op- 
portunities for observing 
the Milky 


AVay. Early in the evening it is to be 
seen almost overhead, extending from 
northeast to 
southwest across the 


sky. 


To appreciate 
fully its grandeur, 


one may well drive into the country 
away 
from the glare 
of artificial 


lights. Viewed under the best con- 
ditions, as Nfrorn a mountain top or 
in the clear skies of Arizona it is a 
sight unsurpassed by 
any earthly 


scenery. 


The main 
features of the Milky 


Way are readily observed without a 
telescope. It follows a single course 
from the northeast horiz.n up to the 
zenith. 
Here 
it divides into 
two 


streams, one of them gradually fad- 
ing, the other growing brighter and 
gathering into the bright star-clouds 
of Sagittarius low in the southwest. 


Dark spots appear as well as bright 


ones. 
Some call them "coal sacks," 


two of which are easily located over- 
head near the top of the Northern 
Cross. ' 


COSMIC CLOUDS 


They lool- like holes through the 


Milky Way to the darkness beyond. 
Actually they are cosmic clouds, great 
masses of cool gas and dust far out 
in space, screening the still more dis- 
tant stars of the galaxy. 


Some bright stars and striking con- 


figurations of stars along the course 
of the Milky Way attract attention. 
Halfway down from the zenith toward 
the north is the familiar W of Cas- 
siopeia. 
Below it the a. row shaped 


Perseus Is se ^, and lower still the 


yellow star Capella. 
The Northern 


Cross directly overhead is easily iden- 
tified. Its other name is Cygnus, the 
Swan. 
"West of the cross one finds 


the bright blue Vega, the star which 
marks roughly the direction in which 
our whole solar system is speeding 
at the rate of 12 miles a second. 


The Milk Diaper is disappearing far 


down in the southwest. This invertec 
dipper of six, stars forms ps.:i of the 
Sagittarius. 


MILLIONS OF STARS 


Through the felescope the Milkj 


Way is separated into many millions 
of stars. Tiny stars they sc ~i, be- 
cause of the great distance. Actual 
ly each one is a sun, often large anc 
brighter than our own sun. 


Astronomers are divided in their 


views concerning the structure of the 
universe. 
Many favor the "islanc 


universe" theory, namely 
that our 


own vast system of stars, numbering 
at least two billions, is only one o; 
many such systems. 


At least 20,OOP light years in diam- 


eter, this sidereal system of ours has 
the form of a much flattened bun 
around whose 
circumferen 
great 


s%varms of stars are coiled. 


As we look out from our position 


near the center of this system the 
stars within the bun form, the fa 
miliar constellations and the coiled 
star-clouds appear 
as the luminous 


girdle we call the Milky TTay. 


Beyond our own galaxy of distances 


measured in millions of light years 
are other stellar systems. 
AVe cal 


them spiral nebulae. 
Beyond these 


that we can see—who knows? 
The 


structure of the universe is a mightj 
problem.

In both "Stephen Crane" and "The 


Mauve Decade" Thomas Beer more 
than once makes the suggestion that 
n many of the American magazine 
offices and in the editorial rooms of 
nany 'American publishing Louses a 
thing is vulgar and unsuited to the 
American taste when written by an 
-Vmencan and not at all ^o when writ- 
ten by a foreigner. 


There is the question of sex in fic- 


uon. for instance- 
"When 
Stephen 


Jrane wrote his novel "Maggie" some 
35 years or so ago 
he 
peddled 
it 


around to all the publishing houses in 
Xew York but not one of them would 
touch it. It was the story of a street 
walker realistically told. The editors 
and publishers lectured young Crane 
as they, returned the manuscript to 
him. TJiat kind of subject was not 
suited to fiction. They told him to di- 
rect his talents to themes that young 
girls could be allowed, to read. 


Yet those seem editors and publish- 


ers at that same time were printing- 
novels and stories by English writers, 
by French writers, by Danish 
and 


Italian writers that were In every re- 
spect just as frank 
as "Maggie." 


Stephen Crane, who 
had 
his 
eyes 


open, ventured more than, ones 
to 


point this out. Of course there was 
no answer. At the same time that 
"Maggie" could not get published anVi 
that Frank Norris" "McTeague" was 
damned by all the critics in the land 
those same critics were paying- com- 
pliments to a book by George Doug- 
las, a Scotchman, "The House With 
the Green Shutters," which, if writ- 
ten by an American, 
could -hardly 


have been brought out by an,Amer- 
ican publisher. 


The same publisher Jhat was print- 


ing "Jude The Obscure," by Thomas 
Hardy, as a serial in its magazine and 
later as a book, turned a deaf ear 
when an American attempted a sim- 
ilar theme in a similar way. Theodore 
Dreiser for years had difficulty get- 
ting published and after 
he had 


achieved publication he was damned 
by all the critics for writing books 
that those same publishers and critics 
would have praised if the writer had 
been a native of Germany or Italy or 
France. 


Have things changed since then? In 


some ways they have. American wri- 
ters can secure publication for books 
on .subjects now that would have been 
unthinkable 20 years ago if written 
by an American. But Thomas Beer 
charges, and gives examples, of mag- 
azine editors in America as late as 
1925 
cutting from manuscripts frank 


phrases, if written by an American. 


and passing franker phrases if writ- 
ten by persons across the ocean. 


No question of artistry is involved 


It is not a case of rejecting an artist- 
ically poor book that is also frank and 
accepting a work of art in spite of its 
frankness. Certainly Stephen 
Crane 


ivas as much intitled .to consideration 
as many of the foreign writers who 
had no difficulty. Many American edi- 
tors and publishers have a 
double 


standard of literary morals, one for 
the American writer and one for the 
writer across the Atlantic. 


The publishers of course have this 


double standard because 
the 
public 


has it. The average American will tol- 
erate in a foreign writer things fce 
will not tolerate in the native. That 
is an odd twist in human character 
but it must be reckoned with by prac- 
tical publishers and editors. 


Double standards of literary moral- 


ity are not not unfamiliar in other 
ways. As between writers -\vho--lived 
long ago and writers of today for in- 
stance. The very same 
person 
will 


tolerate in Shakespere or Montaigne 
or Fielding or Stearne or any classic 
scenes atid statements and passages 
that he will not tolerate in Bernard 
Shaw or Knut Hamsun 
or Thedore 


Dreiser. He will calmly read aloud to 
the family perhaps passages from the 
Bible that "are frank arid blunt .but 
honest; when he meets with equal 
frankness and bluntness in Havelock 
Ellis he loudly calls for the yoiicc. 


People are queer, which

them interesting-

his nose and the second 
along, the 


right jaw, remain as memories of the 
conflict in which some of those with 
whom he now works were his oppo- 
nents. 


Maslankowski recalls a summer day 


in 1917, desolate space of shell hopes, 
tree stumps, trenches of Verdun 
a 


hot sun beating down on armed foes. 


He remembers himself lying with a 


handful of other German soldiers in 
a shell hole, his eye tightly against a 
periscope, looking for signs of 
life 


from the Senegal troops fighting un- 
der the banner of France. 


With a sudden cry of pain he 
fell 


backwards. The glint of the sun on 
the body of the periscope caught 
the 


watchful eye of a sharpshooter whose 
shot caught the German soldier be- 
tween the eyes, smashing the bridge 
of his nose.

Mexico appears to have given some of 
the high officials of our State Depart- 
ment a polite pain. 


Not that they object to the fact that 


Mr. Morrow is one of the Morgan part- 
ners', but'they see in this appointment 
both a virtual repudiation of the Kel- 
logg iron-hand policy toward Mexico 
and another heart—rending sock 
at 


'the career so dear to the department's 
dominating diplomatic clique . 


Mr. Morrow's methods are expected 


to be somewhat different from those 
of James R. Sheffield, his predecessor. 


Mr. Sheffield was a man after 
the 


state department's heart. He knew, 
or thought he knew, that you can't 
treat Mexicans 
like you treat real 


Americans. 
Mr. Morrow has yet to 


learn that, if ever he does. 


One of the things Mexicans, point 


out is that Mr. Morrow probably will 
demonstrate that he has a mind of 
his own and will not pay too much at- 
tention to interested members of the 
American colony in Mexico City who 
will be glad-to give him an earful on 
•what a bad lot the Mexicans are. In 
this respect, it is said, he will be dif- 
ferent from Mr. Sheffield.

FRIENDLY GESTURE 


Some Mexicans will 
howl . along 


with some of our own anti-administra- 
tion politicians at the idea of sending 
a Morgan man down to them. Others 
will suggest that their countrymen sit 
tight and see how Morrow "behaves." 
But the Calles government is inclined, 
to regard -Morrow's appointment as a 
friendly gesture and probably will try

among the Mexican people and those

they could have put a career" man in 
the job. The selection came not .long 
after 
Vice President Dawes 
had 


sneered at the career system in a pubj 
lie address, recommending that able 
men of affairs be put in the Import- 
ant posts of the fo.reign service. Al- 
though the reactionary Dawes may 
have had in mind,' the good old days 
when the foreign' service was packed 
with political angels and lame ducks,- 
one might almost have thought that 
President Coolidge had chosen Mor- 
row after reading the -Dawes speech. 
• Secretary Kellogg's 
feelings must

New London—At the thirty-fourth 


annual session of the 
Northeastern 


Wisconsin 
Teachers' 
association at 


Oshkosh on Friday, 
New London's 


high school faculty was represented in 
talks by Miss lone Halverson, who 
spoke on What^We are Doing With 
English in the High School, and B. J. 
Lahr, who chose for his subject, The- 
Problem' in the High School. 


Mr. Lahr, who represented the for- 


ensic department of the school, spoke 
of the-difficulties'encountered in the 
way of meeting- the need of speech 
training. The 
problems pointed out 


were too rigid credit systems and too 
many championship contests. In ex- 
plaining the first phase, Mr. Lahr 
stated that in the general run of high 
schools there' is no course given' in 
public . speaking because of the fact 
that colleges and university curricu- 
lums do not allow credits for work 
done in this course. Four courses must 
be included, English, 
mathematics, 


science and a foreign language, but 
public'speaking is not included under 
the head of regular English. Mr. Lahr 
made a. plea that.this-be changed. 


B-egarding the second phase of his 


problem, Mr. Lahr stated that in the 
constant 
eagerness for turning out 


champions of'one kind or. another all 
eyes are upon the. finished work, and 
too little, consideration is given 
the 


long hours of preparation. In this way 
a few students receive more training 
than they need, while the -majority do 
not receive enough. 


Mr. Lahr, in explaining the situa- 


tion as it. is handled in the local high 
school, stated that if forensic work is 
desired by students who have sufficient 
credits, they are'allowed to go on with 
publics peaking work with disregard 
for the customs of colleges.
